The 
background between the corky 
gray netting should be turning 
light yellow. 


A mature cantaloupe has a 
distinct aroma at the blossom 
end, But feeling the blossom 
end of a cantaloupe to find out 
whether it is ripe is not a sure 
test for ripeness, The softening 
sould be caused by shoppers

Don't shake a melon to see if 
the seeds are loose. The seeds 
may rattle because other poeple 
have shaken it, 


In the case of honeydew, the 
melcn's skin color changes from 
green to creamy white as they 
ripen, Ripe honeydews feci 
waxy or velvety and have an 
unmistakeable honeydew aroma
